Method 2 
. Insert the SOFTWARE CD into a computer that has an 

Internet connection. 

2. Go to Start > Jockey for Digital Music Center > Brookstone Update 

Application. Screen 1 appears. 

. Enter the Device ID and click OK. The unit downloads the latest 

music information from the Internet. 

Note: To locate the Device ID, press SET UP and A while in Standby 
mode. The Device ID is located on the screen under CDDB ID. 

Remove the SOFTWARE CD and insert a CD-R. 

5. Go to C:\Program Files\Jockey for Digital Music Center\Brookstone_ 

Update\Output\ and locate the output.ecu file. 

Burn the output.ecu file onto the CD-R. 

. Insert the burned CD-R into the unit’s DISC COMPARTMENT. 

8. Press CD P/Il on the unit or B/E on the remote control. Screen 2 
appears. The unit's hard drive updates automatically. The DISC 
COMPARTMENT opens automatically and REMOVE CD appears on 
the display. 

9. Remove the CD-R and close the DISC COMPARTMENT. 

The unit reboots.

Little or no sound

Auxiliary input has 
not been selected. 


Prior to AUX IN ripping, 
select AUX 1 or AUX 2 by 
pressing INPUT on the 
main unit or AUX on the 
remote control. 


Unable to access 
music from the 
hard drive and/or 
the display 

is frozen. 


As with any hard drive, 
the unit is susceptible 
to “freezing” or 
“locking up.” 


1. Turn ON/OFF on the 
back of the subwoofer to 
the off position and wait 
30 seconds. 

2. Turn ON/OFF on the 
back of the subwoofer 
to the on position and 
press RESET on the back 
of the main unit. 


Remote control 
does not activate 
functions on the 
main unit. 


The remote control 
batteries are 
exhausted. 


Replace with fresh 
alkaline batteries. 


The remote control 

is too far away from 
the main unit, the 
remote control angle 
is deviated, or there is 
a solid object between 
the main unit and the 
remote control.

Unable to load 
music files from 
a computer. 


Jockey Software is 
not installed on 
the computer.

The USB CABLE is 
not attached to the 
computer and 
main unit. 


Insert one end of the 
USB CABLE into “<= 
on the main unit and 
the other end into 
your computer's USB 
port. Open the Jockey 
Software.
